';The milk is'emptied.-by the^butter- 
makor in'the weigh can. The weigh,

strainer, covering half of. the-can. The 
object pf the strainer-is to do away with 
the trouble of .getting..small -lumps of 
cream in the sample dipper: After each 
patron's milk is'emptied, the sample is 
immediately.taken,and put in the sam- 
ple jar, each, patron haying his jar and 
each jar numbered. ;Etich jar contains -a 
small corrosive sublimate tablet, which, 
keeps the milk sweet two . weeks. 
A 


sample like this is taken- each morning 
so as -to. harp a sample of. each, day's 
milk to test from.

When samples have been takeii 3n this- 


manner for two .weeks- the sampla jari; 
are taken from .the shelf .and placed, in 
a tub of hot water to' melt'of dissolve 
every particle- of cream or ."fat ^vhich 
might stick to the inside walls of. the 
sample jars. -After, the jars have stood 
in tiie hot water until they Imvo be- 
come thoroughly heated, .each jar is 
placed , one at a, tiracrin a, shaker run 
by the engine, each jar being shaken 
while trie sample is drawn with the 
pipette from the one previously shaken. 
This is where I think some .butter- 
makers have trouble iu not getting cor- 
rect tests, by not thoroughly shaking 
them. 


After the samples are all drawn and 


put into the test bottles each one hav- 
ing its place in a rack provided.for the 
pin-pose,'then the correct amount of acid 
according io 
its strength, is put in 


each 'test bottle. 
Then the bottles are 


taken from No. 1 to the last one and 
placed in a board with holes bored in 
it to lit each bottle and they arc then 
nil shaken at once for about a minute 
or two.

The flavor coming from, milk which 
has been contained in a dirty can is a 
great deal more objectionable than a 
clean sour milk flavor. The odor issued

Ko concern'could 
with respect to themselves afford to re- 
tain -any man or woman who would mis- 
spell words in their business correspon- 
dence, o, in conversation .with customr 
crs display a common ignorance. 


This professor says in an address be-

The press reccntlv 
criticised high/school pupils because they 
were poor spellers. It was the highest, 
compliment ever paid,to them, because 
it proved that they were in better bust-

tract with, the city to supply water suf- 
ficient to protect the inhabitants against 
loss by fire entitles a citizen whose pro- 
perty is burned in consequence thereof 
to sue as a party in interest." 


That water companies time and lime 


again have riot sustained an efficient fire 
pressure in more than one city in time of 
confiagiation's 'is well known and that 
such have not always complied with the 
terms of theiv charters is also well 
known, but if it is. to be established aa 
a matter of practice by insurance com-; 
panics and .individuals' the holding re-j 
sponsible for losses incurred by reason' 
of an insufficient fire pressure, there is 
going to be a sudden reform in water* 
works and municipal methods.

plant until it burned itself out at day- 
break, there was not a moment when a 
•hilt of the wind to the north would not 
have resulted in the destruction of the 
greater part of the city. At an early 
etage of the tire Chief Thompson was 
trapped by the Jlames and 
forced to 


jump from the top of a building. A 
net work of wires broke bis fall and sav- 
ed his life. .He escaped with a broken 
leg. When the chief made the leap for 
his life a traveler from Montreal was on 
the roof with him and no trace of him 
has since been seen.

A 
few minutes before midnight the Canada 
Rubber company's plant started to burn. 
While it lasted this furnished the hot- 
test and fiercest conflagration of the 
night, the flames shooting hundreds of 
feet into the air and scattering great 
masses of sparks and cinders on every 
side, continued north on Bay street until 
a complete circle of fire had formed 
around the Brock building on the south- 
west corner of Bay and Wellington 
streets, over which the 
flames had 


hurdled in their tire dash south. The 
Brock building was soon in .ashes. 


It was only the intervening park that 


saved the Queen's hotel, one of the fin- 
est hostelries in the city.

The other resolution requests the at-

corporations who were adjudged recent- 
ly by the supreme court of the United 
States in 'the Northern Securities case 
to be guilty of having violated the'laws 
of the Uniti.-l States by entering into 
unlawful combinations in restraint of 
interstate commerce, and if so to send 
to the house all papers, etc., in such 
cases. 


During the progress of the meeting 


Representative John Sharp Williams, .of 
Mississippi, the minority leader, charged 
that the attorney general bad failed isr 
his duty to conduct criminal prosecu-

A Washington djgpatali says: 
There is likely to bo * lively fight be- 


tween the senate and house over the 
question of locating the naval training 
station on the great lakes, and whatever 
the outcome of the fight may b« 'con- 
struction of this station will be delayed 
for some time. When the house naval 
affairs committee reported the naval ap- 
propriation bill it contained an it«iu ap- 
propriating 1250,000 for the^ construction 
of a training station at the southern end 
of Lake Michigan. The haute declined 
to agree to this provision, but when the 
appropriation bill reached ,.the senate 
that body adopted an amendment appro- 
priating $250,000 for the purchase of 
land and the establishment'" of a training 
station on the lake. It authorized the 
president to appoint a board of three 
naval officer* to select the site and make 
a report to the president, to be trans 
mitted to congress for its final action.' 


The appropriation bill, with this 'am- 


endment in it, is now in conference, and 
the conferees have been unable to agree, 
and the senate and house are each stand- 
ing by its representatives. Within the 
next two or three days the question ol 
sustaining the action'-of the respective 
conferees will be. brought up in both 
branches of congress, and the fight wil! 
be a lively one. Two naval boards al 
ready have made an inspection. The 
first one reported in favor of locating the 
station in the south end of Lake Micbi 
gan. The second did likewise, but in ad 
dition recommended the location of tbi 
station at Lake Bluff, thirty miles sort! 
of Chicago, because that place met a] 
the requirements of the training station 
except that the price of land was eon 
sidered too high when compared with th 
other cities. Racine, Wis., was the sec 
ond choice of this board, the third being 


Michigan City, tit* fa«Q» JfflwaifcM, 
and th* fifth HuskegoB.
